Washington — Loans made by the 


banks of the country on the war vet- 
erans' certificates will be redeemed by 


' the veterans" bureau.

All doubt on this point now has 


been removed, and 
inquiries from 


various banks in the Federal Reserve 
System are being answered with the 
sissurance that there- is no need for 
concern. Some of the banks constru- 
ed the language of the law literally 
because it said the veterans' bureiu 
"may" 
redeem the certificates. 
It 


was argued that if the veterans' bu- 
reau decided not to redeem the notes 
then a bank would be left with frozen 
credits. 
Now the veterans' bureau has given 


the banks to understand that "may" 
means "will" in all cases where theie 
is no fraud or misrepresentation or 
irregularity. 
In other words "may" 


is a permissive verb and the custom 
here is frequently to use it in pref- 
erence to the word "shall" in order to 
remove any blanket 
mandate that 


might be implied. 
INSTRUCT BANKS 


The Federal Reserve board here has 


had the question up in connection 
with the discounting privilege and has 
assured.-itself of the intent" of-the 
veterans' bureau: Instructions are be- 
ing sent out to the' 12 Federal Re- 
serve District banks so that they may 
in turn transmit ttie necessary in- 
formation to member banks. 


The whole question of 
veterans 


loans is bound up in a mass of red 
tape which however, will be gradually 
unwound. The opportunity of veter- 
ans to borrow on their adjusted ser- 
vice certificates is based upon the will- 
ingness of tho banks to make loans 
to persons other than their customers. 
But tho purpose of congress v.as to 
make it possible for the veterans to 
laise money on these certificates an-1 
the only way to make sure that the 
loans will be made is to make then- 
redemption by the government an ab- 
solute certainty so that the certifi- 
cates will become as moveable in the 


j. marts of trade as any other govern- 


ment credit paper.

Clergy Inciting Upris- 


ing Punished 


Mexico City— (XP) —The Mexican 


Catholic episcopate is accused of re- 
sponsibility for recent Catholic upris- 
ing in Mexico, 
under the 
banner 


"Long Live Christ, the King," in a 
statement issued Wednesday by the 
office o£ President Calles. 


The statement 
declares that the 


Mexican government is convinced that 
the rebels are acting under specific 
instructions from the episcopate-and 
that orders-have been* iisifed. to pun- 
ish" energetically clergymen; guilty of 
inciting to rebellion. 


The Catholic episcopate of Mexico 


City "with the knowledge^ that inter 
national relations with the 
United 


States would be severely strained or 
unfavorably modified, beginning Jan. 
1, showing that they fctill are traitors 
to the country " ordered the Catholic 
clergy ^to induce the laigest possible 
number of men to revolt against the 
Mexican govcinment, the statement 
says. 


SAY EFFORTS FAILED 


Reviewing Catholic rebellion since 


Jan. 3. the stateent siys the clergy- 
men's efforts have failed except in a 
few states. The federal government, 
the statement continues, is convinced 
that the rebels are acting under spec- 
ific instructions from the episcopate 
and has issued orders to punish en- 
ergetically clergymen guilty of incit- 
ing to rebellion, the latter being re- 
sponsible for the uprising. Although 
they lack military ability "it is dis- 
tressful to be forced to sacrifice-the 
lives of these men who. through their 
fanaticism, follow blindly the episco 
pnte's instructions." 


The statement charges that the cler- 


gj men's activities, resulted in revolt 
in six different states and in the death 
of .21 federal soldiers and 73 Catholic 
insurrectionists.

NEW DIVORCE LAW 


London—GW—-The effect of the 


recent law restricting the report- 
ing OC divoice cases Is notably 
shown in the manner in which the 
London papers treat the action 
brought against Charlie Chaplin. 
It is the first case of groat inter- 
est since% the law was passed in 
December. 


In former times many papers 


would have spread the details, as 
Chaplin was born in England and 
is as well known here through his 
films, but fearing the penalties 
they severely limit their stones. 
The law- provides four months im- 
prisonment and a $2.300 fine for 
the 
proprietor, 
editor, master 


printer or publisher of any paper 
carrying details of a divorce ac- 
tion. 


The Daily Mail, calling atten- 


tion to the wide scope of the law, 
points out that the papers risk 
criminal prosecution if ;hcy pub- 
lish a photograph of ,Chaplin in 
conjunction with their report of 
the suit.

Russians Store Nearly 


Billion In Royal Gems 


Washington—OP)—Nearly a billion 


dollars worth of precious stones, piled 
up by the czars in more than a thous- 
and years of a nation's life, remains in 
the steel vaults of the Kremlin. The 
soviet authorities say they -will never 
be &old except as a last extremity. 


This statement Is made in explaining 


that the imperial treasures which the 
Bolsheviks now arc offering for sale in 
Berlin, although 
they represent a 


king's ransom in value, by no means 
include all Russia's crown jewels. They 
embrace only those worn by the »m- 
perors and empresses during the last 
£00 years. 


The jewels were sent to Berlin be- 


cause of the virtual 
failure 
to find 


enough buyers of the gems in Ameri- 
ca and the absence o' any sign that 
American jewelry firms will buy more. 
The soviet government needs money 
for industrial purposes. 


Up to the present Americans have 


bought only 
$300.000 worth of thf 


czanst jewels, including the nuptial 
crown of Catherine the Great, the dia- 
mond-studded sword of Emperor Paul 
I. the diamond necklace of tho late 
Empress Alexandra and a score of 
smaller articles. The government has 
still availablo nearly 
400 separate 


pieces.

"Buildnis and Loan associations are 


homo builders, they are constructive 
and a benefit to society and are' giving 
a genuine service to humanity," George 
H. Beckley, secretary of the Appletou 
Building and Loan association said in 
an address to the Lions club at the 
•weekly meeting at Cornvay hotel Mon- 
day noon. Mr. Becklcy's address was 
on the Purpose and Benefits of the 
Building and Loan association. 


"The Building and Loan association 


has a place in national life and should 
be cncouraced 
and fostered," 
Mr. 


Beckley declared. "In January. 1926. 
there were 11,800 associations in the 
United States with a membership of 
10,000,000 and assets of $6.000,000.000. 
They control one-tenth as much money 
as all the banks in the United States, 
although the movement is only about 
50 years old. Forty per cent of all the 
home mortgages in the United States 
are held by building and loan associa- 
tions and in 1925 they financed 510.000 
homes." 


The first association was formed in 


Philadelphia, in 1SS1. according to Mr. 
Beckley, but the development of the 
movement was sluggish until about 
1SSO. The profits from the 
organiza- 


tions were so great and at the same 
time they were doing so much good 
that they became immensely popular 
and as a result flourished financially. 


"The assets of the building and loan 


associations are gieater than the com- 
bined capital, surplus and undivided 
profits of the banks of the nation. In 
1923 there uerc 8.231 national and 21,- 
878 state banks in existence and only 
one third as many associations." Mr. 
Bockley said. "The small number of 
failures of associations proves the sta- 
bility of the organizations. In 
1928 


there were 274 bank failures and in 
1924 there were GOO. In all the history 
of building and loan associations only 
SS have failed. This is less than one- 
sixtieth of 1 per cent. 


"A successful building and lo*n asso- 


ciation offers to the small investor pre- 
cisely what it offers to the home build- 
er, an immediate oportunity to become 
a capitalist. The investor is assured of 
a. profit as soon as he commences his 
monthly deposits. 


"There is no,greater institution In 


American life, more conducive~to thrift 
and oiderly saving than the buildm? 
and loan associations. It is a modern 
triumph of economic cooperation and 
conseivatiy. and the growing popu- 
larity is tnc greatest rainbow of prom- 
ise on the horizon of an undeniably ex- 
travagant period of American life," he 
concluded.

COOLIDGE ON DISARMAMENT 
President Coolidge has been sustained 


by the house in his. opposition to laying 
down the remaining three of eight light 
cruisers already authorized. The vote was 
1S5 to 161 on the question of postponing 
construction. The . ction of the house has 
stirred the critics of the government's 
naval policy to fresh indignation and pre- 
dictions of national disaster. 
We agree 


-with Speaker Lor.gvi orth when he -says: 
"We owe an obligation to our colleagues 
in the (Four-Power) treaty not to exceed 
the five-five-three ratio provided, and AVC 
owe an equally great obligation to the 
American people to see that \ve do not go 
below the ratio." This of course means a 
material deviation from the treaty, and 
not a slight or technical variation. The 
president is> of the opinion that a slight 
decline jn the'cfuiser ratio is of no-great 
concern to the United States. It can be re- 
trieved, and more than retrieved, on com- 
paratively short notice if necessary. 


Mr. Coolidge's reasons for opposing 


the naval increase at this time are specific. 
-He does not wish to expand the navy 
while 
disarmament 
negotiations are 


> pending. It is his view that it would be a 


doubtful expression of our confidence in 
the 'outcome of the negotiations, as well 
' as in- the merits of disarmament propos- 
als, if we were to engage at this moment 
' in additional cruiser construction. There 
is an underlying righteousness and con- 
sistency in what th.e president says that 
will not be lost upo.i the conscience of the 
nation. The League of Nations is endeav- 
oring to bring about general world dis- 
armament, and the United States is par- 
ticipating in the movement. If the efforts 
-'of nations, our own included, to minimize 
' the agencies of war as well as the causes 
. of war, are attended with sincerity, "it 
''would not be an altogether convincing 
! way to express it by augmenting military 


', establishments while professing.peace. 
, . It may " e, as asserted, that Japan and 
' Great Britain have expanded their second 


• and minor lines of naval defense beyond 
| the spirit of the five-five-three treaty, but 


•• if they have it is only in a relatively 
• small degree. And if they have* what of 


< it, at least while the world is seriously de- 


• bating general disarmament? 
The big 
: navy element \vants to be practical. Well, 
. let us be practical. There is not one 
. chance in a thousand of war with Great 
.•Britain. For ourselves, we cannot believe 
•A war with that nation will ever take 
;place. If it should, however, the compari- 
.son between the two in wealth, produc- 
tion and the resources and potentialities 
of war are so one-sided, considering Great 
Britain's existing prostration, that 
we 


cannot except by the wildest distortion 
consider ourselves in danger. In the case 
of Japan, we already have a superior 
navv,, and almost the same relative differ- 
ences in strength apply here as with Great 
Britain. It is therefore idle to think our- 
Isclvcs menaced by Japan because of the 
lack of additional cruisers. 
. Mr. Coolidge is twitted with incon- 
sistency in his big stick policy in Central 
'America and his opposition to cruiser 
construction. Here again his critics argue 
to no purpose. Our navy is sufficient to 
police the whole of South and Central 
America, Mexico included. There i? no 
naval strength anywhere in the 
new 


iyprld to contest our supremacy or our 
power. 


If nothing were being done to 
bring 


about world disarmament or if it appear- 
ed that nothing could be done, and that 
nations were to go back to the situation 
tliat obtained before the \Vorl 1 war. de- 
pending upon great armies and navies for 
•their occurity and for the preservation of 
balances of po\\cr. then it would umiouln- 
edly be the duty of the United States to 
Maintain its' military forces, particularly 


its navy, on a basis that would insure na- 
tional security. It would be its duty under 
the Washington treaty to strictly pre- 
serve the relative strength fixed by that 
convention, and to match every ship laid 
down by the other signatories with one of 
its own. But that is not the situation. The 
world is groping for some sort of basis on 
which international peace may be had. It 
has set up the League of Nations and the 
world court for this purpose. The Locar- 
no treaties were signed in that spirit. 
The Washington disarmament conference 
reflected this desire. The disarmament 
conference now being formed by the 
League is to the same end. and while be- 
set with some difficulties and obstacles, 
there is nothing inflexible to prevent its 
succe*;?. Indeed, there is great hope that 
the result will be all that could be expect- 
ed and that the work! is at the point of re- 
ducing its military overhead, both in the 
interest of peace and of sore'/ needed 
economy. Mr. Coolidge is thoroughly 
in 


sympathy with this idea and this hope. 
He has so large an international view 
that if it were not for his parly \\c have 
no doubt he would favor the League of 
Nations as well as the world court. 
He 


sees the course of constructive statesman- 
ship correctly. So strongly is he moved to 
cooperation with the world to bring about 
disarmament that he views with disfavor 
alarmist and chauvinistic outbursts in 
congress while these great peace move- 
ments are on foot. 


Viewed from this angle the president is 


right. We stand in no peril- from momen- 
tarily halting navy expansion to ascertain 
results of the 
disarmaments conference 


and allied peace projects. We arc so mrch 
greater and so much more impregnable 
that we can afford to follow this policy 
temporarily, no matter what other na- 
tions may do. This very position imposes 
upon us a moral leadership in harmony 
with that conceived by the president.

INTERSTATE POWER 


The growing insistence that the federal 


government enact rules that would regu- 
late interstate transmission 
of power 


must have suffered a perceptible setback 
in the published opinion of Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert Hoover, who 
is 


against such action. It is the secretary's 
stand, and very properly taken, that such 
regulation if any should remain the priv- 
ilege and duty of the individual state5, 
.using their power of interstate compacts. 
>.* It is a-method'of regulation of many 
affairs that has been neglected, yet it is 
superior in effect to federal control with 
its rapidly growing sphere of influence. 
One cannot well see when the 
federal 


hand shall cease to spread its fingers and 
grasp every vestige of power from 
the 


states through which it has its being. Day 
by day the federal authorities usurp the 
powers and privileges of the states, with 
the result that we are becoming a bureau- 
cracy instead of a democracy. Paternalist 
in our government is increasing to an 
alarming extent, and it is a bad omvn for 
the continuation of the cooperative inde- 
pendence upon which our government 
was originally founded and which the 
English empire is now turning to as the 
'solution of many of the ills which have 
manifested themselves in the/British body 
politic. 


There is a great and distinct danger in 


this drift toward complete federalization. 
It destroys the initiative of our state 
systems, nullifies the 
effectiveness of 


home rule and makes difficult the regula- 
tion of many activities according to re- 
gional and local conditions, as is possible 
where a state regulates it own internal 
affairs as far as possible. 


The blame is ours. We encourage rath- 


er than discourage the federal govern- 
ment in its constant reaching out for 
more and more power. The states still 
have time to protect their sovereignty if 
thev will act. 


VITAMIN D FOR APPETITE AND DIGESTION 
in our recent straw vote on "indigestion" in a 


total of 77t ballot not one vote -was cast 'against 
lettuce, I am happy ,to report, although 
several 


voters attributed their ailments to cabbage (I as- 
sume 
they meant cooked cabbage, not ran- cab- 
bage). 


Lettuce is ;x relish which one may enjoy every 


day in the year and never tire of it, that is. if one 
likes lettuce. I.-}4urc is o;:c of the best sources of 
vitamin B. We'll mention in a minute what vitamin 
B docs for us. but here we should add other virtues 
of lettuce, lettuce runs raw cabbage a close sec- 
ond in my estimation, as a health food, and here 
are the datn on which I base this opinion. 


1. Lettuce is the peer of all fillers, having a fuel 


or nutritive value of only 5 calorics to the ounce.! 
One potato is equivalent to about a peck of lettuce' 
in nutritive or fuel value. 


C. Raw lettuce is second only to "raw cabbage as 


a natural cleanser of the teeth during mastication. 


3. Lettuce contains about as much calcium (lime) 


as cabbage. 


4. Lettuce is one of the best sources of food iron. 
3. Lettuce 
contains more phosphorus than cab- 
bage. 


6. Lettuce is one of the most economical salad or 


relish items. 


7. Lettuce is a natural aid to intestinal digestion. 
S: Lettuce furnishes vitamin A and vitamin B. 
Like any other vegetable which is consumed raw. 


lettuce niay be polluted or contaminated by polluted 
soil where it is grown or by polluted water, or by 
handling by persons who have infectious disease or 
who are^carriers of typhoid. But careful washing 
in 
running water or repeated rinsings with pure 


cold water will make lettuce safe to eat raw, unless 
't has been exposed ,to indiscriminate handling in a 
public market or otherwise grossly contaminated 
before it reaches the table. 


Vitamin B, sometimes called water soluble (in dis- 


tinction from vitamin A which is the fat soluble 
'actor) 
is abundant jn. unpolished^ rice, tinmilled 


wheat and indegerrainated corn meal, "but lacking or 
contained in inadequate amounts in ordinary pol- 
ished rice, wheat flour and corn meal. Vitamin B 
s abundant in the leafy vegetables and in the tub- 
ers or root vegetables, and in peas, beans and fresh 
fruits generally. Lack of vitamin B in the diet is 
•esponsible for beri-beri, a form of multiple neu- 
•itis 
which 
has 
disabled millions of persons in 


Japan and the tropics where polished rice has been 
a staple diet. 


In this country, infants or adults may suffer from 


nadequate supply of vitamin B in the diet, and the 
usual result of such deprivation is general weakness, 
oss of appetite, impairment of digestion and assim- 
lation due to weakening oV wasting of the muscles 
and glands of the digestive tract and a general im- 
poverishment of all the functions of the body in 
consequence of the faulty nutrition. 


Vitamin B is not destroyed by cooking, nor is it 


destroyed by the greater degree of heat in canning. 
Canned spinach, for instance, is generally a good 
carrier of vitamin B. One thing "which" does destroy 
vitamin ^B is the^usc of too "much soda, baking pow- 
der, saluratus, iifcooking. Probably a small amount 
of soda as commonly used in cooking peas, beans 
or greens does not seriously diminish the' content 
of vitamin B. 


A diet restricted to too few itcms__,or a dict'con- 


sisting mainly of manufactured foods such as white 
fiour. 
starch, sugar, glucose, corn meal, polished 


rice/perhaps with tea and sonic meat and animal 
or vegetable fat, is likely \o be deficient in vitamin 
B.

Theodore Roosevelt. —. college'profes'-- 
sors statesmen, scientists, — 'like to 
read detective stories is -exactly1 the" 
same as the reason why many very 
intelligent persons like to work cross- 
word puzzles. 


A detective story, according to this 


writer, is 'practically 
that, a cross- 


word puzzle. It has nothing to do with 
literature and it cannot 'be regarded 
as literature in any sense. Once in a 
great while it has literary value, but 
that is only an accident. This happens 
only when some real novelist happens 
to write a, detective story a':id he can- 
not help but give it literary distinc- 
tion. JBut it has nothing to do with 
the detective story, it does not add 
to its value as a detective story, and 
unless carefully controlled it may be 
a detriment. 


REAL STORY PUZZLES 


A real detective story, the writer 


declares, is a puzzle in the form of a 
story. It is an intollectual problem 
but instead of being stated in figures 
or letters as. in geometry or in al- 
•ebra it is stated in the torm of a nar- 
rative 
that ^ centers 
around 
some 


crime like a mysterious murder. 


Wilson and other great men of cul- 


ture who are known to have loved 
the detective story Were not ready 
reading when they 
perused a de- 


tective story; they 
were 
solving a 


problem. 
They, were using a mind 


that had become a delicately contriv- 
ed intellectual machine on a fictional 


puzzle, just as in their real lives they 
were often using that mind to solve 
real puzzles in domestic or interna- 
tional diplomacy. 
Or. changing" the 


figure, in reading detective stories 
they were doing about the same thing 
a cat does that sharpens its claws on 
the bark of a tree — they were keep- 
ing their minds sharp for tise when 
the necessity should arise. 


In the well constructed detective 


story there is a problem that is to be 
solved. Usually it is a murder and the 
problem consists in finding the mur- 
derer. The writer may not take liber- 
ties. He 'must play fair and he must 
work out his problem step by step, 
exactly as a mathematician works out 
his algebraic conundrum step by step. 
The mathematician may, not give free 
rein to his imagination';" he is'.limited 
by the laws of his science.. Similarly 
the writer of detective stories cannot 
indulge in imaginary excursions: he is 
governed by the laws of his art. 


The charm of the detective 
story 


for such men as Wilson lies in solv- 
ing the problem along with the au- 
thor, and cipating him, if possible, 
working out the mystery exactly as if 
they were employed on the case in 
real life. And when-the end comes they 
must have the sense of having con- 
quered'a puzzle, of having'found the 
correct answer, of having successful- 
ly pitted their wits against the wits 
of the criminal.

and forking just outbidc the village 
of Belleau.

branch climbed the hills east of Bel- 
leau "Wood and continued to Chateau-

csche, joining thc Paris-Met;; railway 
at Vaux.

southern edge of the forest and cropp- 
ed tho 
brook just east of I.ucy is 


where the first American Marines that 
fell in battle in France were buried. 


The western slope, which faced thc 


Mariner, compelled the Americans to 
move under direct 
observation and 


thus to suffer heavy losses. The high- 
est point of this wood looked over the 
ruined 
village 
of Belleau and the 


crossroads, and was crowned by a lit- 
tle stone tower. 


On June 6. at daybreak, thc second 


of their occupation of this front, the 
-Marines attacked the enemy. But their 
attack vas not a success, and they be- 
gan trying to hack their way, through 
thfc forest. Their losses were heavy 
and continuous, although the Germans 
had to reinforce their troops time and 


It was on June 2o. after relieving
